PORTERVILLE — When the 
late Ralph Hoover founded the 
Porterville Horseshoeing school 
back in 1964, it was the only 
privately operated school for 
farriers in the United States. 

Now, moving into its second 
decade, the school has graduated 
about 500 students from 
throughout the United States, 
including Hawaii, from Canada, 
and from England, and in recent 
classes the women’s lib influence 
has appeared - nine girls having 
been graduated as farriers. 

The school is approved in the 
Veterans’ program, and 
California vocational education 
program; credits can also be 
earned by students working for a 
degree in agricultural science.

SACRAMENTO — The 
California Department of Fish 
and Game has learned a good 
deal. about mountain lions and 
expects.to learn much more this 
year, according to a 
departmental report to the State 
Legislature on the progress of its 
study of the cougar. 

Under legislation, passed in 
1971 and amended in 1974, the 
Legislature established a 
moratorium on taking mountain 
lions until January 1, 1977 and 
directed the DFG to study lion 
populations to “‘ascertain the 
quantity of mountain lions in 
the state and to determine the 
best methods of providing sound 
management of this resource.” 

Initial phase of the study 
consisted of field investigations 
and interviews with lion hunters, 


smen, ranchers ers 


Way Resolution 
Asks More Study 
Of Roll Bars 


SACRAMENTO — Senator 
Howard Way has introduced a 
Senate Joint Resolution 
requesting the U.S. secretary of 
labor to withhold adoption of 
federal roll -bar standards for 
tractors. The measure has 
bipartisan support with 
Assemblymen John Thurman 
listed as a principal coauthor. 

Way stated that the purpose 
of the resolution (SJR 8) is to 
urge further in-depth studies in 
affected states by the US. 
department of labor before 
adoption of the new regulations. 

‘Statistical data reflecting 
injuries and deaths in California 
agriculture due to absence of roll 
over protection systems (ROPS) 
is inconclusive and offers little 
justification for this 
requirement,” Way said. 

Way noted that use of roll 
bars could cause severe orchard 
damage and even create a unique 
safety ‘hazard. Additionally, the 
installation of roll bars on older 
tractors has proved impractical 
and counterproductive. 

Way concluded, “Before the 
federal government saddles 
California farmers with a burden 
estimated to run in the millions 
of dollars, it should be certain 
such action is warranted.”

Field work included the 
capture, tagging, collaring and 
release of several lions. 

After the statewide survey 
was completed two years ago, 
the DFG tentatively estimated 
the state’s cougar population at 
2,400 animals. The current 
second phase of the study, 
conducted over 200 square miles 
in southwestern Monterey 
county, is designed to develop 
the criteria for refining 
population estimates and 
provide more information for a 
management program. 

Since last February nine lions 
have been captured, tagged and 
released in the study. Eight of 
the cougars were fitted with 
radio telémetry collars so their 
movements could be followed. 
The animals are tracked from 
the ground and the air. Their 
movements and ranges are 
plotted, and life history 
information is obtained. 

In related activities during the 
year, DFG employees confirmed 
21 incidents of livestock losses 
to lions and issued 17 permits to. 
kill depredating cats. Five lions 
were taken under depredation 
permits. During 1973 a total of 
12 permits were issued and seven 
lions were killed. 

Five of the livestock losses 
occurred in San Luis Obispo 
county, three each in Santa 
Barbara and Fresno counties, 
two each in Kern, Riverside, 
Placer and ‘Monterey, and one 
each in Santa Clara and Mono 
counties. Sheep were most often 
the victims, although there were 
also goats, calves, colts and pigs 
in order of frequency. 

In one case near the 
northeastern boundary of. the 
study area, a lion attacked and 
killed a goat within 10 yards of 
an occupied cabin. Although the 
goat was chained to a 70-pound 
length of pipe, the lion dragged 
the kill, pipe and all, across a 
small creek. 

Several untagged lions are 
known to roam the study area, 
and project workers expect to 
capture and tag more animals 
this year. Work on cats content 
identification and field kills will 
be stepped up also.

INDICATED BY AERIAL SURVEY 


SACRAMENTQ..— State 
Department of Fish and Game’s 
annual aerial census over 
California’s northeastern plains 
has revealed a drop in the 
number of pronghorn antelope 
in the area. 

DFG wildlife biologists who 
search known winter habitat of- 
the pronghorn said this year’s 
survey produced a count of 
4,109 animals. The 1974 census 
showed 4,747. antelope, the 
highest number in the 21 years 
of the census. 

Fish and Game officials said 
the decrease in the’ number of 
pronghorn may be a product of 
the relationship between the size 
of the antelope herds and the 
available food in the high plains 
country. Biologists said the 
herds produced a relatively low 
number of kids last spring. 

Tabulations from the annual 
January census and from a 
summer count are used each 
year to determine whether or 
not the DFG will recommend 
that a late summer. antelope

then setting up his own farrier 
service in the Porterville 
community. 

At the present time, about 15 
privately-operated horseshoeing 
schools are in business in the 
United States, and several 
colleges and universities have 
farrier courses.
